Floyd 0. Shoemaker 
Fifty-eight years ago this week, or 
May 10, 1871, the Central 
Missouri 
State Teachers College, called at that 
time the Second Distirct State Norm­ 
al School, was opened for its 
first 
session.

the friends of education had carried 
on an organized program for the es­ 
tablishment of State normal schools. 
They were successful in 1870, and or 
March 19 secured the passage of

law creating two such schools, one or 
each side of the Missouri river.

counties for the location of each col­ 
lege. 
The outcome was the 
selec­ 
tion of Kirksville and Warrensburg 
as sites. 
Warrensburg and Johnson 
County , donated sixteen acres of land 
and ’ ?T t$?H)t> in bonds.

ties trieT~to get the school, and Pet­ 
tis County and Sedalia 
particularly 
made a determined effort to wrest th< 
honor from Warrensburg, continuing 
contest for four months. 
( onstruction of the college build­ 
ings was not completed by the dati 
set foi opening, so a ward school was 
used 
temporarily. 
Three 
teachers 
and thirty students constituted 
the 
personnel of the college on the open­ 
ing day. 
George P. Beard was prin­ 
cipal. 
In the beginning, the courses 
were chiefly of high school rank. The 
school was co-educational, women be­ 
ing admitted at the age of fifteen and 
men at seventeen. 
The cornerstone of the main bulid- 
ing was laid August 16, with an im­ 
pressive ceremony attended by 8000 
people. 
It was not until June, 1872

IS EUGENICS NEEDED 
IN THE POULTRY VARI1? 


Somewhere in the course 
of 
m> 
general reading, I 
once ran across 
the statem ent of a well known wit 
that the best thing he had ever done 
was to choose the proper parents. A 
very w itty remark, indeed, but in the 
light of its real meaning, a very w ise 
one. 
N aturally, 
the 
thought 
sc 
strikingly set forth instantly associ­ 
ated itself in my mind with my own 
pet hobby, the raising of high grade 
thoroughbred chickens. 
I could 
not 
help thinking how 
much 
better 
il 
would be in a great many eases 
it 
fowls could have the privilege of reg 
.dating their own parentage instead 
having; to depend on those who do i 
for ihem. 
It has always amazed me 
that so m any people 
should 
fail 
to 
realize the importance 
of properlx 
selecting breeding stock as a factoi 
in successful poultry raising. 
First of all, there is the 
genera 
law 
of 
heredity 
that "like begets 
like”. 
In other words, if you select a 
certain breed of fou* in which certain 
characteristics 
are 
very 
strongl} 
marked and m ate only such birds as 
t xhibit those characteristics to a de 
cided extent, the 
offspring 
should 
havt the sam e characteristics to 
ap- 
proxim ately the same degree as theii f 
ancestors. 
Because it is so decidedly true that 
like begets like, it is of param ount! 
importance to select breeders known 
definitely to posses ceitain 
desired 
characertistics. 
That 
immediately 
rules out the mongrel and establishes 
the necessity of working only 
with 
standard bred fowls. 
The mongrel j 
has no definitely known ch aracteris­ 
tics. 
It is a m ixture of anything and 
everything. 
Consequently 
its prog-j 
eny may be 
anything 
or 
nothing j 
Most likely, they will be nothing 
or 
at least, nothing useful. 
On the other hand, suppose our aim 
is 
high 
egg production. 
We 
can 
choose among a number of varieties 
known to be excellent layers; then if 
we are careful in culling out under- 
sized and inferior or deformed speci­ 
mens of both sexes and if we cull out 


all poor layers am ong the fem ales 
wc are pretty sure to develop a flock 
that will give us eggs in abundance 
A nother law 
of 
breeding to 
bt 
reckoned with is that only 
healthy 
and vigorous parents can be expected 
| to have healthy and vigorous 
off 
spring. 
As applied to poultry iais- 
ing, thi> calls for 
ruthless 
culling 
out ol all inferior fowls as soon 
as 
they are old enough to 
show 
with 
certainty w hether or not they m eas­ 
ure up 10 required standards. 
Hem 
that are not good layers should 
be 
discarded for two reasons; first, 
be­ 
cause they do not pay for the trouble 
and expense of keeping them 
and 
secondly, because their descendants 
w ill also be poor layers. 
1 ho vat iou> 
methods of culling as well known am 
easily 
learned 
by 
those who want 
good 
productive 
flocks. 
t ertainly 
these methods should be known 
and 
practiced by every owner of chickens 
and only the very cream of any flock 
should be used for breeding. 
W hat is tiue of the female is trm 
to a like degree of the male. 
I hat is 
a point often overlooked by poultry 
raisers. 
It must not 
be 
forgotten 
that the male supplies the germ 
ol 
fertility which converts an egg from 
an inert mass intu som ething ca p a­ 
ble of producing life. 
I he strongei 
and more virile the male 
bird 
is 
ability to transm it that vital quality 
therefore, the

Rhode Island, has sounded the bugle 
call and is enlisting the co-operation 
of poultry producers and Allied I n ­ 
dustries, Educational Institutions, and 
Radio Stations, in an effort to bring 
to the attention of the consum ing 
public the im portance of eggs, and it 
is hoped th a t every producer, 
every 
dealer, and every consumer in the 
sta te of Missouri, will rally to 
the 
cause, 
and 
will

Actual construction on the first of 
the major projects on the upper Miss­ 
issippi under the $825,000,000 federal 
flood control act, the Birds Point-New 
Madrid Floodway Levee will got un-

The floodway levee, which will cosl 
in excess of $2,500,000 and will take 
8,368,000 cubic y a rd s of earth work, 
will begin at Birds Point, about

levee, and extend in a southwesterly 
direction for 28Mi miles. 
The plant is to set ha< k. about five 
miles, the west bank Mississippi Riv­ 
er levee from Birds Point to St. John
